Timber Crops Are 
Needed By Country 


We inherited a lot of old 
growth timber when we settled 
this country—460 million acres 


of it. Only about one-tenth of 
\it is left. 

Most of our forest land is 
private-owned—345 million ac- 
res. One hundred sixteen mil- 


lion acres is publicly owned. 
Three-fourths of the private- 
owned land is in ownership of 
less than 5,000 acres and class- 
ed as small owners. Sixty-eight 
per cent of this is in tracts of 
less than 100 acres, 

To grow timber as a crop we 
must make provision for future 
crops on 25 million acres of our 
small private owned lands and 
the cutting practice is good. On 
84 million its fair, and on 193 
million acres the cutting is very 
poor, and no provision is being 


made for future crops. 

Now it’s the little land owner 
that needs to protect his forest 
because he don’t make a living 
by growing timber. Forestry is 
a new business to the small 
land owners but it’s a crop that 
don’t require much work but 
must be protected. From this 
land we must get out most 
wood supplies. Here {s a prob- 
lem that we must solve to keep 
our country out of the ranks of 
those nations now in difficulty. 
Because their resources are 
gone and to protect our forest 
it requires the help of everyone. 
Remember a little child can 
start a large forest fire, but it 
takes a lot of help and hard 
work to stop one.

| Scientists have actually 
lshown that pellegra can be pro- 
duced experimentally or rats or 
dogs by feeding dietas contain- 
ing corn meal. For a long time

This difficul- 
ty has now been overcome by 
the invention of a simple feeder 
that can be attached to the 
small corn mills to add the en- 
richment mixtures. This feeder 
costs only $24.00. It places the 
enrichment process within the 
reach of every miller in Ala- 
bama, 

County agents and home de- 
monstrations can furnish in- 
formation regarding these feed- 
lers and the mixture of vitamins 
and minerals for use in the en- 
richment of corn meal. 

We believe that the beneral 
enrichment of corn meal _ will 
make an important contribu- 
ition to the health of the peo- 
ple of Alabama, This is a pro- 
gram that should be enthusias- 
tically supported by every corn 
jmiller in the state.
